Summary of Record of Interview Requirements

wan-anting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 . 11 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademari^ Office is unnecessary.

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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . An applicant-initiated formal interview with respect to the instant application was 
conducted by telephone on 6 April 2004. 

2. Regarding claims 22-29, Attorney James contrasted the manner and purpose in 
which the invention of the instant application employs queues for event processing as 
opposed to the cited art. No agreement was reached with respect to the claims. 

Regarding claims 35-38, Attorney James pointed out differences between the 
iterative algorithm used by Applicant's invention and that of the cited art. No agreement 
was reached with respect to the claims. 

Regarding claims 8-1 1 , it was discussed whether an NMS server would be 
considered to be part of the same administrative domain, and whether an SNMP Trap 
PDU could constitute a "handoff message." No agreement was reached with respect to 
the claims.
